All, it w as discovered, had attended the sam e 
church supper. Sam ples of the food w ere studied 
and found to have been stored without re frig e ra ­ 
tion. 


“ When fix><i is prepared and served in volum e 
by persons not used to doing it,” says Lorenz I). 
M organ, directo r of the health d e p a rtm e n t’s en­ 
vironm ental health bureau, “ often it is not refrig ­ 
erated as it should be and sta rts to spoil. K eep it 
hot or keep it cold.*1 


Inspect Facilities 


M organ and his staff of 14 pass on this and 
other inform ation to groups giving com m unity din­ 
ners, and inspect their facilities.

in the basement of the home of 
wealthy coal operator John B. 
Rich in August, 1959, Miss Reis, 
former chorus girl at the mid-city 
night spot she now owns, has 
been described as the “ brains" 
behind the robbery. 
Richard Blaney was given po­ 
lice protection during the trials 
last spring. After the trials, three 
detectives from the special inves­ 
tigation squad headed by Capt. 
Clarence Ferguson conducted spot 
check on Blaney and his neighbor­ 
hood in addition to their regular 
dudes. 
Ferguson, who was in San Diego 


Calif., to pick up a suspect in an­ 
other case when the bombing oc­ 
curred. said he had “ expected 
this thing (the murder) all along." 
He disclosed on his arrival back 


in Philadelphia early today that 
he and his family had received 
anonymous threats by telephone. 
An Army ordnance expert said 


Bianey's auto was rigged with a 
bomb probably made up of three 
sticks of dynamite. He said the 
explosive was placed at the wall 
between the engine and the driv­ 
er’s seat. One end was clamped 
to the battery and the other was 
spliced to a spark plug and could 
have been rigged by an expert in 
two minutes, he said. 
Blaney said goodbye to his 


wife, Joanne, 24, and their three 
children, and went to his car, 
parked at the curb outside their 
row home in Northeast Philadel­ 
phia. 
He turned on the ignition key 


and touched off a blast which 
ripped the lower half of his body 
and hurled him into the back seat. 
The car hood was tossed to the 
roof of a home one block away and 
the immediate area was rocked. 
Windows in the Blaney home and 
in nearby dwellings were shat­ 
tered. 
Blaney had not used the auto 


since IO p.m. Wednesday and po­ 
lice theorized the car was trapped 
during the night. 
Investigators 


checked with residents to deter­ 
mine whether anyone had been 
seen tampering with the car. 
The younger Blaney testified at 


the trial of Poulson last March 
and said he was appearing on the 
stand for his brother, Vincent. 
“ If my brother were alive, he 


would be here now," Blaney said. 
"But he was murdered."© 
Four months later, Richard was 


also slain.

planned. When the system is built, it must be ap­ 
proved before a compliance certificate is issued, 
permitting it to be used. 


Similar Procedure 


Similar procedure must be followed for sewage 
systems on individual lots. 


Roberts recently wont to work tracking down a 
carrier of Rocky Mountain spotted fever when the 
disease killed a 56-year-old Lower Bucks man. 
Woods in the area were abundant with ticks, 
which often carry the disease. The chief sanitarian 
and his men walked through the brush carrying 
towels, on which they picked up several ticks. Rol>- 
erts sent the insects to a laboratory of the state 
health department and directed the Bucks County 
Mosquito Control Commission to spray the woods 
with insecticide. 


No Cases Since 


It took several days for the lab report to come 
back to Bucks County. The report showed that the 
ticks collected did not carry the disease. It neither 
confirmed nor denied that an infested tick carried 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever to the victim, but no 
cases have been reported since. 


The health department realizes that in most 
parts of Bucks County, including all Lower Bucks, 
there can be no real solution of the water and sew­ 
age pollution problem without public water and 
sewer systems. 


The county health department participated in 
the county's recent $60,000 survey, which resulted 
in a master plan, and the state health department 
shared the cost with the County Commissioners. 


Water, Sewer Systems 


Morgan and Dr. William J. Meyer, director of 
the Bucks County Health Department, are working 
actively to help and encourage boroughs and town­ 
ships of the county to build joint water and sewer 
systems. 
Most of Morgan's energies in this field are 
currently directed to the efforts of Middletown 
Township and the boroughs of Langhorne, Lang­ 
horne Manor, Penndel and Hulmeville to get to­ 
gether on a sewer system. He attends the joint 
meetings with representatives of the five communi­ 
ties, where the economic and legal aspects, as well 
as the engineering aspects, are discussed.
